Firearms and Ammunition - As introduced, authorizes an individual, business entity, or government entity to allow 
the concealed carry of handguns by handgun carry permit holders on the individual's or entity's property while 
prohibiting other weapons or the open carry of firearms; establishes posting requirements for "concealed firearms 
only" signage. - Amends TCA Section 39-17-1359.

Forfeiture of Assets - As introduced, requires comptroller to audit use of civil asset forfeiture proceeds by local law 
enforcement agencies and judicial district drug task forces during regular audit of local government; requires 
department of safety to publish uses of forfeiture proceeds by department and results of comptroller's audit on 
department's website. - Amends TCA Title 8, Chapter 4 and Title 40, Chapter 33, Part 2
